^thorized to receive them is forbidden by state law. (Pen. Code, §§ 11140-11144.}, 

Confidentiality provisions set forth elsewhere in law are express ly incorporated mtd 

tfce California Public Records Act. (Gov. Code, § 6254, subd. (k).)\ POST therefore 
must deny this part of your request. 

While the state agencies POST/DOJ are publicly announcing the releases were in 
inadvertent, it is important to establish when the "inadvertent" moment occurred 
to establish when the employee[s] were knowingly and willingly working versus 
inadvertently working when; collecting the materials, preparing the materials, 
conferencing between POST and DOJ, organizing the materials to be delivered, and 
delivering the materials to Lewis/Paladino.
